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The proprsed mass meeting of unemployed
workingmeu in New York was a faiture. About
three huodred wen moved in groups through
Uoion syuare, but no leader appearing to or-
gapize the meeting, they soon disappeared.
The workizguwen, afier leaviag Unioo squere,
went to Tompking' square, where, after about
five or six hundred men had assewbled, the
meeting was organized, and a reslution adopt-
ed demanding work, the enforcement of the
¢izht-hour law, the reduction of house rent of
tweaty-five per cent., and its total suspeusion
till the first of May. Then they adjouroed with
the understanding that a grand demonstration
will take place on Tuesday. Estevsive prepa-
rations were made by the police to quell any
disturbance. bat their services were not re-
quired.

A court of inquiry, composed of Rear Ad-
mirals Charles H. Davis and Joho L. Worden,
Commodore Jolin C. Howell and Captain Ste-
pheo B. Luce, judge advocate, met at the Nuvy
Department yesterday and orgamzed, in ae-
cordance with orders from Sceretary Robeson,
to investigate the circumstanees attending the
Joss of the Virgioius. The Ossipee, Capt. Jobn
Watters, which was convoying the Virgiuius,
arrived at Washington yesterday.

The New York Tribuoe notes an advance of

It will doubtless be gratifying to the many
friends of the Rev. Beojamin E. Reed in
Virginia, to hear of his marked success in
St. Louis. Mr. Reed took “charge of Mount
Calvary Church last winter, and by his won-
derful zeal and energy has accomplished al-
ready a great work.  When he entered on his
dutics as rector, the church was deeply in debt

pointinents, scemed almost paralyzed—and the
Church was in that condition that its best
fricnds wore long faces.

To-day, after the lapse of one year, we have
to boast of a church filled to overflowing every
Sunday—of a Sunday school proportionately
larger than any in the city—of the entire debt,
which was a large one, liquidated to the last
dollar—of' the most enthusiastic feeling in the
vestry and congregation; and although it would
scem ineredible to any one familiar with the
condition of the church a year ago, we are pro-
posing now to enlarge our accomodations, and
add to the capacity of the building.—South-
ern Churchman.
